O Province aims to cut wait times for surgery, cancer 
treatments O Zwozdesky denies he pushed AHS board 
to get rid of Stephen Duckett, urges forward thinking 


Alberta’s health minister denied yesterday 
he strong-armed an arms-length board to 
get rid of the province’s top health bureau¬ 
crat, and says it’s time to move from the 
turmoil that has rocked his department. 

“It’s time for more action,” Gene 
Zwozdesky told reporters after unveiling 
a new five-year plan to reduce surgical 
waiting times and improve patient care. 

“And this plan is the most aggressive 
and the most ambitious plan of any 
province with respect to health-care 
improvements in Canada,” he said. 

“We’ve got to get past some of where 
we’ve been for the past number of weeks 
and show people what we’re doing to 
address the many issues they’ve asked us 
to address.” 

The new plan sets specific benchmarks 
for service, increases beds and improves 
service. 

Wait times for procedures like hip 
surgeiy and cancer treatment will be 
slashed drastically. Emergency room wait 
times will improve so that 90 per cent of 
those who come for minor problems are 


Dwarfing other issues 


► The health problems have dwarfed all other 
issues in the fall sitting. It began more than a 
month ago, when the head of ER care for the 
AMA said in a letter that overcrowded emer¬ 
gency rooms were at a crisis stage. 

► Since then, others have come forward with 
stories of people suffering or even dying 
while awaiting care. Earlier this month, 
Zwozdesky's parliamentary assistant, Raj 
Sherman, broke ranks and put the blame for 
the problems on Premier Ed Stelmach, 
administrators and former health minister 
Ron Liepert.

O Body found in home near 108 Avenue and 52 Street 


Edmonton police are 
investigating the city’s 
24th homicide of 2010. 

Police responded to a 
request to check on the 
welfare of a resident just 
before 4 p.m. Monday. 

A body was found 
inside a home near 108 
Avenue and 52 Street, po¬ 
lice said. 

EPS spokesperson Lisa 
Sobchyshyn said initial 
reports indicate the victim 


was a woman in her 40s, 
but her identity will be 
withheld pending an 
autopsy. 

Investigators canvassed 
the neighbourhood and 
spoke to residents yester¬ 
day morning in a hunt for 
clues. 

Area resident Len 
Belcourt believes the 
woman was living alone 
and was surprised to hear 
of the incident. 


“Nope, never heard a 
thing, never saw a thing ... 
the police were going back 
and forth ... they came and 
asked us some questions,” 
he said outside his home.

There were 25 
homicides at this time last 
year.

Council helps you 
save some pennies 


O Concerns over sewer service cuts 
O Final utility rate set mid-month 


A $500,000 cut to sewer 
services will help Edmon¬ 
tonians save some pennies 
each month next year. 

A proposed hike in sew¬ 
er fees was cut by 11 cents 
during budget delibera¬ 
tions yesterday. 

And while some were 
excited about the savings. 
Ward 10 Coun. Don Iveson 
was definitely leeiy about 
the decision, calling it 
short-sighted. 

“In talking to people in 
older neighbourhoods I 
represent. I’m sure they’d 
rather have (to pay) 11 
cents more per month and 
make sure that nothing 
backs up in their base¬ 
ment, or that it happens as 
infrequently as possible,” 
he said. 

It hasn’t been decided 
yet by city staff exactly 
how the cut will affect the 
services provided.

Opposition MPs took a for¬ 
mer spy chief to task yes¬ 
terday for complaining 
that demands from the 
courts have hamstrung 
CSIS in a world where 
Canadians see security is¬ 
sues through rose- 
coloured glasses. 

“It’s inappropriate,” 
said NDP public safety crit¬ 
ic Don Davies, who called 
remarks by former Canadi¬ 
an Security Intelligence 
Service director Jim Judd 
demeaning and offensive. 

Putting aside rights and 
freedoms in the name of 


fighting terrorism is dan¬ 
gerous, said Liberal public 
safety critic Mark Holland. 

The MPs criticized July 
2008 comments made by 
then-CSIS director Judd in 
a confidential Ottawa 
meeting with a senior U.S. 
official. He said judges had 
tied CSIS “in knots,” mak¬ 
ing it ever more difficult to 
detect and prevent terror 
attacks in Canada and 
abroad. 

The cable was obtained 
by whistleblower Wik¬ 
iLeaks and posted online 
Monday by the New York 
Times. WikiLeaks says 
there will be as many as 
2,648 documents mention¬ 
ing Canada.

Hengel shot himself after 
police stormed a 
classroom at Marinette 
High School on Monday 
night. Hengel had been 
holding most of the 
students and their social 
studies teacher hostage for 
several hours. No one else 
was wounded.

China’s power 


over North Korea in doubt

A top South Korean official 
dismisses China’s nuclear 
negotiator as “incompe¬ 
tent.”

After a major escalation 
of sporadic skirmishes be¬ 
tween the rival Koreas, an 
international effort is tiy- 
ing to rein in rising ten¬ 
sions. But U.S. diplomatic 
memos leaked this week 
call into question whether 
regional powers — most 
notably China — have any 


insight into or influence 
over enigmatic and defiant 
North Korea. 

South Korea’s militaiy 
drill last week from an is¬ 
land along a disputed mar¬ 
itime border sparked a 
North Korean artillery at¬ 
tack that killed four South 
Koreans and wounded 18 
others. 

China is pressing for an 
emergency meeting in the 
coming days to discuss the 
attack and ways to defuse 
tensions, sa 5 dng the ses¬ 



sion should be convened 
by the two Koreas, China, 
Russia, Japan and the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The talks would be just 
what North Korea wants. 
After walking away from 
the talks in April 2009, I^- 
ongyang has made clear in 
recent months that it is 
ready to restart the negoti¬ 
ations to gain much-need¬ 
ed fuel oil and aid in 
exchange for nuclear disar¬ 
mament.

Grandma chained 
after toddler dies 


Canadians urged to 
test for radon gas 


A Virginia grandmother 
threw her two-year-old 
granddaughter several sto¬ 
ries to her death from a 
walkway at a shopping 
mall after a family outing, 
police alleged yesterday. 

Carmela Dela Rosa, 50, 
of Fairfax was arrested and 
charged with murder. 

The child, Angelyn Og- 
doc, died in a hospital af¬ 
ter plunging to the 
pavement Monday night. 
She fell from a walkway 
linking the mall’s third 
floor to the parking 
garage’s sixth floor at 
Tysons Corner Center in 
Fairfax, a Washington sub¬ 


urb in Virginia. 

Investigators believe 
Dela Rosa threw the child 
over a railing but do not 
yet know why, Fairfax 
County police spokes¬ 
woman Tawny Wright 
said. 

Wright said the toddler 
and Dela Rosa were leav¬ 
ing the mall with family at 
the time. 

One of Dela Rosa’s 
neighbours, Russell Jack- 
son, said the grandparents 
would often take care of 
the young girl. 

“She was a sweet, happy 
baby,” he said.

Preliminaiy results from a 
Health Canada survey sug¬ 
gest that seven per cent of 
Canadian homes contain el¬ 
evated concentrations of ra¬ 
dioactive radon gas. 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq said people 
should test the air in their 
homes for radon. “You 
can’t see it, smell it, or 
taste it,” she said yesterday. 
“The only way to know if 
you have a radon problem 
is to test your home.” 

Radon is a colourless, 
odourless gas produced by 
the natural decay of urani¬ 
um in rocks and soil. If it is 
released into the atmos¬ 


phere it quickly gets dilut¬ 
ed and is harmless. But if it 
seeps into homes, it can 
concentrate, especially in 
winter, when houses are 
sealed against the cold. 

The Health Department 
suggests that homeowners 
check radon levels with test 
kits available at some hard¬ 
ware stores or online. 

If levels are high, there 
are remedies. Health Cana¬ 
da said. Some problems can 
be solved simply with bet¬ 
ter ventilation. Sealing 
cracks in foundation walls 
and floors and around 
pipes and drains can also

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Debt to income 
ratio up, but 
defaults down 


O Bad news: Overall borrowing continues to grow 
O Good news: Fewer payments are being missed 


Canadians continue to rack 
up more debt but the speed 
at which they are piling it 
on is beginning to slow, the 
TransUnion credit agency 
reported yesterday. 

The average debt for 
about 24.8 million Canadi¬ 
ans tracked by the report, 
which excludes mort¬ 
gages, rose to $25,163 — 
up 4.3 per cent in the third 
quarter compared with a 
year ago. 

The main source of non¬ 
mortgage debt for Canadi¬ 
ans was vehicles, with 
credit card purchases a dis¬ 
tant second. 

However, despite the in¬ 
crease in the amount of 
debt, TransUnion said 
Canadians seem to be 
managing their debts bet¬ 
ter than they were, with 
delinquency rates and 
past-due balances drop¬ 
ping across the country. 

The national credit card 
delinquency rate was 
down nearly 10 per cent in

“There continue to be 
positive signs in the credit 
market as Canadians slow¬ 
ly manage out of the 
recession,” said Thomas 
Higgins, TransUnion’s vice- 
president of anal 5 d:ics.

That’s how big it 
was,” Mandt recalled. 

His recent globe-hop- 
ping was in service of the 
Showtime comedy-adven¬ 
ture series Next Stop for 
Charlie, airing 11 p.m. FT 
tomorrow and created and 
produced with Neil’s 
brother, Michael Mandt. 

A follow-up of sorts to 
Last Stop for Paul, the 
Mandts’ well-received in¬ 
dependent film, the Show¬ 
time series follows Charlie 
(Neil Mandt) as he searches 
for his wa 5 ^ard young 
cousin, college dropout Er¬ 
ic (Erik Adolphson), to haul 
him back home. 

Eric is following his ver¬ 
sion of an international 
festival circuit, hop-scotch¬ 
ing to cities where local 
celebrations are taking 
place. 

Charlie is in hot pursuit 
of Eric, and a good time. 

With that bare-bones 
plot in place, each episode 
includes a real festival as

You kind of want to be a 
part of that," Whaley, 19, 
said in a phone interview 
from Winnipeg. 

“1 think it’d be a really 


special event that I’d proba¬ 
bly remember for the rest 
of my life.” 

Now that the date has 
been set, tour operators 
are trying to figure out 
ways to get people like 
Whaley and other Canadi¬ 
ans to jump the pond to 
London. 

Claude-Jean Harel, 
founder and manager of 
Great Exairsions in Regi¬ 
na, said many Canadians 
have an affinity for the 


monarchy and want to cel¬ 
ebrate that aspect of histo¬ 
ry. He’s trying to put 
together a tour package 
just right for the occasion. 

“We’re just exploring to 
see if there’s enough inter¬ 
est in people who live here 
to go to London and try to 
take part in ... some of the 
pomp, the ceremony, 
some of the opportunities 
and the flavour and the at¬ 
mosphere that will be 
around London during 


that time on April 29,” said 
Harel. 

“Royal weddings are a 
rare occasion. They’re 
something that people pay 
attention to so there will 
be an interest" 

Access to Westminster 
Abbey — the wedding ven¬ 
ue — will be restricted. But 
Harel says a tour could in¬ 
clude visits to English 
churches that were “dear 
to the monarchy." 

VisitBritain, the nation¬ 
al tourism agency, has also 
put together a “romance 
trail” so visitors don’t have 
to wait until April to fol¬ 
low in William and Kate’s 
footsteps. The itinerary 
suggests visits to Scotland, 
where William and Kate 


met while studying at St. 
Andrews University in Fife, 
or to Anglesey, North 
Wales, where the couple 
will live after the wedding. 

Whaley said he knows 
making the trip could be 
expensive for many Cana¬ 
dians. Air fares to London 
in the days leading up to 
the event have already 
jumped, he said. 

“I’m going to keep my 
eye on the airfare and if 
the right price comes up, I 
more than likely will try to 
be there.” 

And if he does go, Wha¬ 
ley knows what he’ll pack. 

“I’d probably be wear¬ 
ing a Canadian T-shirt to 
represent Canada.”

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Sizzling Hanukkah veggie corn fritters 


These days, it takes a lot 
more than a rousing game 
of spinning the dreidel or 
some chocolate coins cov¬ 
ered with gold foil to keep 
kids interested in 
Hanukkah. 

It takes even more to 
get the attention of seem¬ 
ingly eternally bored 
teenagers. 

But cookbook author 
and mother of four Susie 
Fishbein has a secret 
weapon: food. 

Kids love to eat as much 
as they love to socialize, 
says Fishbein, and 
Hanukkah is veiy much 
about its symbolic foods 
and hospitality. 

She suggests getting 


your teenagers involved in 
choosing and preparing 
traditional foods. 

This might not only get 
them excited about the 
holiday, but also will cre¬ 
ate an opportunity to talk. 

And she speaks from ex¬ 
perience. While develop¬ 
ing recipes for her new 
cookbook. Kosher by De¬ 
sign: Teens and 20-some- 
things, Fishbein relied on 
her own teens and their 
friends to help test the 
recipes she was creating. 

In the book, Fishbein of¬ 
fers fun recipes that serve 
up new choices for teens 
who favour fast food. One 
of those recipes is for veg¬ 
gie corn fritters. 


Ingredients: 

• 1 small zucchini, cut into 5- 
mm (1/4-inch) chunks 

• 250 ml (1 cup) broccoli flo¬ 
rets 

• 250 ml (1 cup) cauliflower 
florets 

• 1 large egg 

• 250 ml (1 cup) milk or 
plain unsweetened soy milk 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) canola oil 

• 2 ml (1/2 tsp) fine sea salt 

• 500 ml (2 cups) dry 
cornbread mix 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) all-purpose 
flour 

•Canola oil, for frying 

• Jarred marinara sauce, 
warmed, for dipping 


Preparation: 

I ln a 500 -ml ( 2 -cup) 
measuring cup, place 
zucchini. Break broccoli 
and cauliflower into tiny 
florets. 

2 Add enough tiny 

broccoli and cauliflower 
florets to the zucchini to 
make 500 ml (2 cups). 

3 Transfer to a microwave- 
safe bowl. Add enough 
water to cover, then mi¬ 
crowave on high until 
vegetables are soft, 
about four minutes. 
Drain and set aside. 


4 


In a medium bowl, 
whisk together egg, 
milk, 15 ml (1 tbsp) 
canola oil and salt. With 
a silicone spatula, stir in 
cornbread mix until a 
smooth batter forms. 


5 


Sprinkle flour over 
drained cooked vegeta¬ 
bles. Mix floured 
vegetables into batter, 
using spatula to distrib¬ 
ute them evenly. 


6 


In a large skillet over 
medium, heat 1 cm ( 1/2 
inch) canola oil until a 
tiny amount of batter 
dropped into the pan 
sizzles. If it sizzles too 
vigorously, reduce heat. 


7 Add batter to oil 50 ml 
( 1/4 cup) at a time. Use 
a metal spatula to gen¬ 
tly flatten each fritter. 
Work in batches of three 
or four fritters at a time. 
Do not crowd the pan. 

8 Fry, turning once, until 
golden brown, 2 to 3 
minutes per side. When 
flipping fritters, flip 
away from your body to 
prevent splattering 
yourself with hot oil. 

9 Drain on paper towels. 
Serve with warm mari¬ 
nara. Makes 10 fritters, 
with a 40 minute com¬ 
pletion time.

Pitched poorly, even a 
bright idea can vanish in¬ 
to dull stares, like light 
gravitating into a black 
hole. 

If you feel all of your 
suggestions plummet into 
silent oblivion like timber 
crashing in an empty for¬ 
est, then career coun¬ 
selors recommend you 
ought to brush up on your 
storytelling. 

Because, they say, the 
art to hustling a routine 
recommendation — to 


make your two cents ring 
like five — is to pack a 
plot into your proposi¬ 
tions. 

“It’s like selling deter¬ 
gent,” executive coach 
Jane Cranston says.

ITS TIME FOR

With two assists in Edmonton's 4*i victory over 
Ottawa on Monday, Andrew Cogliano gave 
himself a little room to breathe. 


F or a player whose worth is sup¬ 
posed to derive from his 
offensive ability, the seven 
points Cogliano has put up 
through 23 games isn’t exactly 
lighting the world on fire. But this is the 
most crucial season of the speedy centre’s 
young career. 

Living off a one-year contract, there is 
no guarantee the 2005 first round draft 
pick will be given another chance if he 
doesn’t show marked improvement in the 
rest of this campaign. 

Cogliano’s fate will forever be tied to 
teammate Sam Gagner, who was also tak¬ 
en in tliat 2005 first round. Both players 
were rushed into the NHL by Edmonton, 
as the team was bereft of young talent at 
the time and the initial returns were 
great. Great rookie years were followed by 
dreadftil sophomore slumps and Cogliano 
in particular never recovered. 

Even with his two-point performance 
against Ottawa. Cogliano is once again on 
pace for his worst season yet To be blunt, 
every season since his first has been a step 
back. 

Tlie silver lining is that with all the 
younger talent Edmonton has now, 
Cogliano is not the focus. 


Taylor Hall’s djmamic flourishes and 
enthusiasm have been a joy to watch and 
Jordan Eberle has come as advertised in 
terms of his production. So Cogliano has 
some cover. He’s not facing the opposi¬ 
tion’s top lines and his speed is stiU very 
much in tact Playmaking is also a 
strength. 

Some players thrive in contract years. 
Of course, most top-end picks don’t face 
the scenario of fighting for their NHL lives 
so early on in the game. 

Maybe Cogliano would have been bet¬ 
ter served spending a third year at the 
University of Michigan, but that path can¬ 
not be altered. It’s not out of tlie realm of 
possibility that he would have to settle for 
a two-way contract next season, meaning 
the Oilers could send him to the Ameri¬ 
can I.eague. 

It would be a disheartening step back 
for a once highly-regarded prospect, but 
the Oilers are in no position to be nice 
guys. With another high-powered for- 
waixl in the chute — Linus Omark is tear¬ 
ing up the AHL — Edmonton cannot give 
Cogliano a free pass. He must earn his 
next contraa, but the good news is he has 
the talent to do so. He just needs to con¬ 
vert it into numbers again.

An automobile revolution 
is upon us and the Chevro¬ 
let Volt is literally leading 
the charge. 

The Volt is one of the 
most talked-about and ea¬ 
gerly anticipated automo¬ 
biles of all time since it will 
be the first truly practical 
electrical vehicle available 
for public consumption. 

The production Volt is a 
far cry from the flashier 
2007 concept version that 
toured the auto-show cir¬ 
cuit. What has emerged is 
a fairly conservative com¬ 
pact-sized four-door with a 
steeply raked windshield. 
Mahbu-inspired nose and a 
squared-off rear deck. 

The designers claim 
that the car looks the way 


it does so as to slice the air 
as cleanly as possible, aid¬ 
ed by a set of low-rolling- 
resistance tires. 

The Volt concept is sim¬ 
ple. The onboard batteries 
power the electric motor 
for about 65 kilometres of 
combined city/highway 
driving, after which a 1.4- 
litre four-cylinder gasoline 
generator engine kicks in 
to charge the lithium-ion 
battery pack. 

Total range is about 480 
kilometres before either 
reftiehng the generator en¬ 
gine with premium-grade 
pump gas or recharging 
the 180-kiIogram T-shaped 
battery pack that extends 
along the car’s spine. 

The generator itself is 
rated at 60 kilowatts, or the 
equivalent of 80 horsepow¬ 
er, while the electric motor 


produces 111 kilowatts 
(150 horsepower) and 273 
pound-feet of torque. 

Since the Volt is electri¬ 
cally powered, there’s no 
transmission per se, but it 
uses a single-speed con¬ 
troller to engage the drive 
wheels. However, the oper¬ 
ator can select Normal. 
Sport or Mountain mode, 
with the latter providing 
power on steep grades. 

Commuters who want 
to simply charge up the 
Volt each night for the 
next day’s drive need no 
special gear, they can plug 
right into a standard 120- 
volt electrical outlet. 

But where a typical gas 
fill-up might take 10 min¬ 
utes. charging takes 10 
hours. That time can be 
cut to three to four hours 
when using the optional 


240-volt charging station. 

Although Volt sales 
won’t likely begin in Cana¬ 
da until sometime in mid- 
2011, GM is planning to 
find homes for as many as 
45,000 units in North 
America in the car’s first 
year on the market. 

There’s also no official 
word on what the car will 
sell for in Canada, but 
since a base price of 
$41,000 has been an¬ 
nounced in the U.S., a best 
guess would be some¬ 
where in the $48,000 to 
$50,000 range. 

That’s pretty pricey for 
most buyers, but some of 
that cost will be offset 
through significant fuel 
savings, not to mention 
the value attached to pilot¬ 
ing the most electrifying 
vehicle on the road.

It’s never just enough to 
design a new automotive 
component. It must then 
be tested, and if it’s going 
to be tested properly, it has 
to be right to the limits of 
what it can take. All au¬ 
tomakers do this, includ¬ 
ing Hyundai, which 
performs extreme high- 
stress tests for durability. 

Hyundai offers a long 
warranty, “so we had to 
have a way to ensure that 
our products will last that 
amount of time," says 
Donghee Han, senior re¬ 
search engineer for 
Hyundai’s gasoline engine 
perfonnance test team in 


Korea. “We do this many 
times and at many stages 
of development to guaran¬ 
tee that these engines will 
be very durable.” 

A basic test is to run the 
engine for 300 hours, and 
then even faster for an ad¬ 
ditional 20 hours, at high 
engine speeds that regular 
drivers would never reach. 
In another test, called ther¬ 
mal shock, the engine is 
chilled to very low temper¬ 
atures and then run at 
high speeds. Other tests in¬ 
clude running with 
coolants and other fluids 
at various temperatures. 

Hyundai doesn’t run 
these tests on cars des¬ 
tined for the showroom, 
but rather when designing 
the engines and their com¬ 
ponents. “In the initial 
stages, we find a lot of 
components that break 
down,’’ Han says. “We find 



excessive wear in parts we 
don’t expect. So we apply 
different materials, we re¬ 
inforce the design, and we 
fix any parts that show 
weakness to solve the 
problem. We do tests be¬ 
yond what any customer 
would do, but since we are 
producing thousands of 
engines, we have to make 
sure we have reliability." 


I Redline testing | 

Severe engine testing is 
used when designing en¬ 
gines and their 
components, in a process 
known as “redline” 
testing, to ensure future 
reliability. 


► An engine contains a cen¬ 
tral crankshaft which spins 
when pistons turn it. 

► The engine speed is meas¬ 
ured in revolutions per 
minute, or rpm, which is 
the number of times the 
shaft spins each minute. 

► It's the number you see on 
the vehicle’s tachometer. 
There is a limit to how fast 


everything can spin, and 
beyond that, an engine 
might suffer damage. 

► This is redline: Asking the 
engine’s parts to move 
faster than is safe. 

► The name comes from the 
red warning line usually 
found on high end of the 
tachometer.

I ndividual driving 
styles and habits have 
a huge bearing on fu¬ 
el consumption. 

This is not news, of 
course, and most drivers 
know the difference be¬ 
tween a “fuel-ish” driving 
behaviour and a good one. 

Most times it just 
comes down to common 
sense — like refraining 
from tire-smoking 

burnouts after dropping 
the kids off at nurseiy 
school, using highways 
more often than side¬ 
walks, and taking the 
dead moose off the car 
roof after hunting season. 

But according to Natu¬ 
ral Resources Canada 
(NRC), drivers don’t often 
put into practice what 
they know, and are un¬ 
aware of what can be 
achieved by even a rela¬ 
tively small change in 
driving behaviour. 

Which is why NRC has 
embarked on the mission 
to take its Eco-Simulator 
to car shows across the 
countiy. 

Maybe you’ve already 
seen it — it looks like a 
huge video game, with 


three large screens and a 
driver’s seat. 

“It’s a great way of en¬ 
gaging people into this 
subject,” says NCR’s An¬ 
drew Pape, one of the 
simulator’s handlers. “It’s 
also kind of cool. It at¬ 
tracts lots of attention.” 

Wherever it goes, there 
is no shortage of willing 
participants, says Pape. 

I absolutely agree with 
the premise of the Eco- 
Simulator: Make the les¬ 
son a competition. 

Participates get a prac¬ 
tice run, then some 
coaching by NCR on the 
five time-honoured ways 
to improve fuel efficiency 
— accelerate gently, 
maintain a steady speed, 
anticipate traffic, coast to 
decelerate and avoid high 
speeds. 

Pape says when the 
participants use all five 
strategies in their second 
run they usually improve 
their fuel efficiency score 
by an average of 25 per 
cent. 

On my one run I 
achieved a simulated 
score of 4.41 L/lOO km. I 
didn’t do a second because

the simulator gave me sim¬ 
ulated nausea. 

As all participants, I get 
a printout showing where I 
deviated from a “best prac¬ 
tice” performance. The 
world record on this device 
is 3.51 L/lOO km, set by au¬ 
tojournalist Russ Bond. 

My main problem was 
going too slow — I often 
didn’t get into the “top 
gear” which would have 
given my “vehicle” greater 
efficiency. Pape says the 
game’s sweet spot for fuel 
efficiency is 50 to 80 
km/hr, exactly where it is 
in real driving. 

Just like real driving, 
the simulator doesn’t take 
kindly to illegal maneu¬ 
vers. You get penalized, for 
example, if you roll 
through stop signs or go 
too slowly or too quickly. 

And whenever a 17-year- 
old lad takes a seat and pro¬ 
ceeds to Grand Theft Auto 
his way through the exer¬ 
cise, to show off his disre¬ 
gard for fuel efficiency, 
Pape and company can do 
even more than penalize. 

“We can turn the road 
to ice, so he spins off, or 
we can blow up one of his 
tires.” Nice.
